A HOYAL EESIDENCE. 

I. M. Singer's House to be Purchased by 
the Duke of Edinburg-li. 

(From tho Court Circular, Mny 11.) 

Hia royr.l highncsa tho Duko of Edin- 
buvK is siiid to bo treating for tho purohaso 
of Okhviiy House, rnigntvu, Torbay, tho 
Bplendid mansion lu.'ojitly elected by tho 
American milliouiiiro, thu Into Mr. Sing- 
er. The houso contiuusa privatti tlioiuro, 
in addition to every ro(iuiromcnt for a 
fatDily of first rank. 'I'orbay has long beoa 
a favorito resort for tho Russian royal 
family and nobility, and tho climato baa 
been cousidored aa especially advantag- 
eous to tho duehoss of Ediuburg. Paign- 
ton contains, bowever, Ibo remaiUB of a 
more ancient palace, formerly belonging 
lo tbe bishops of Exetor, one tower of 
•which is still pet feet, and used as an oo- 
oasional resideneo by tho presoiu owner 
of tho property. An interest attaches to 
tho spot irom'its having been tho place 
■where Bishop C.'overdalo complotod tho 
first translation of the English Bible, 
whence it is known as •The Bible Tower.' 
Paignton- boasts of other royal Tisitors 
and incidents of Proto^t.lnt iuterost. At 
tho 'Crown and Anchor' hotel is shown 
the room occupied by William of Orange 
when ho landed ntTorbuy, and which ivas 
afterward a resort of William IV., when 
duke of Clarence. Should the town again 
become a royal rosidcnce, it fortunes will 
rise rapidly; at present, however, the old 
•Crown and Anchor' boltlory.with its an- 
cient steps for tho stirrup-cup, its caver- 
nous collars, and its modern assembly- 
loom, are to be let for about 8100 a 
year. ^ 

An amusing ea.^o of mistaken idoutity 
occurred a few dnys ago in New York. A 
Mrs. Almsley, a Seotehwouian, of almost 
gigantic Bize,'having mot a little Gorman, 
named Yauseu, on the street, at once pro- 
oeoJed to take possession of him. He re- 
sisted as well as he could and kept ex- 
olaimiug that he knew nothing of the 
ladv. She found out his address, how 
• ever, and went to a ma,L,'istrato to obtain a 
warrant for his arrest for desertion. This 
the magistrate refused to do, as she had 
not previously souRbt support from him. 
She then went to Yansen's house, and was 
enraged beyond measiiro to find him en- 
joying himself ciuit.'tly with his wife aod 
children. As he attempted to leave in 
order to get ri l of her importunitios, she 
laid on hiiu and would have carried him 
olT bodily bad not a polieemaii arrested 
her. 'What ia most strange about the case 
is that Yansen was 'recognized' as tho ab- 
sent Almsley by sovcrul other persons, aa 
well as tho ch.imant. But it was proved 
in Court beyond a doubt, on a groat va- 
riety of evideuco, that he and hi« family 
hiid'oceupied tiio same re ^idence,and tlmt 
Lo had worked in the same place, for the 
last seven years, 

A Dark Tragedy in England. 

An inquiry is just nowgoing on in Eng- 
land iuto the cireuuistanees surrounding 
tho Buapicious niece of Lonl lUvers, and 
tho case promises to bo as celebrated as 
the Bravo murder, which supplied a an 
months' sensation. The jmiuio of tho un- 
fortunate woman prior to her marriage 
was Richardson. She was united to a 
rich auctioneer in London named Btaun- 
ton who, even bv his own Khowin,',', is a 
heartless bruto, He had .-everal jdacss in 
th'i country. When her parents last hoard 
of the bride she had gone to her Iju.slnuid's 
farm at Culman. For many moutns sho 
was entirely lost to her friends. They 
sought to (.'"ain tidings of her, but were 
vouchsafed' none. After months of dis- 
(iiiiotudo, and when all ))rivatu efforts at 
eomuiunicaling with hor had faileil, Mrs. 
Staunton's mother prayed for and obtaiu- 
od a writ of habeas corpus ageinat tho hus- 
band, commanding him to produce her in 
coiirl. Thi> writ was partially snocess- 
ful It w.is luitieod dial a lady had boon 
removed from tho direction of a house in 
n dense v.^ood on Culhaui farm, (ormorly 
occupied by a game-keeper. Aceonipaiiied 
bv her husband, his brolhor and wife and 
a" lady named Bhodos, Mrs. Staunton 
camo to London. There she was uhicod 
in fnrniidied apartmeuta.aud on themorn- 
in" succooding her arrival died. Tho 
landlord knew nothing of tho death until 
he found an nn-lertaker in jiossesiion. 
The body was gieally emaciatoil, weigh- 
ing lc«^ I'"'" soventy-hve pounds, i'ho 
remains wore m a filthy condition. At 
the coroner's inquest the husband »luted 
that lie was married to the decoiised in 
March, 187.'), but had toparateil from her 
because of her liking for drink. She and 
Mifls Rhodes had lived with him, but ho 
had afterwards placed his wife with his 
brother, at Frith cottage, a mile from hifi 
own residence. A chihl was born in 
Jilareh, 1H70, which ho said diod in tlie 
following month of April. He afterward 
Bworo that it diod April », i«77, just four 
days before tho doceaiio of tho molhor. 
He did not know (.f himself that tbn 
child was dead, but had beeu told so by 
his brother, who had sent it to Qu.y's 
hosihial, London, on the 7th. Ho waa 
advised not to have a special funeral for 
mob a child, and didn't .know whether 
^oaeral Bervioea wore performed or not. 



The deceased lady was about thirty-five 
years of age, and with her hand Staunton 
received $3,000. The case naturally ex- 
cites wide-spread attention. A ocrrcspon- 
doutsays: — 

"Staunton's refusal to permit his wife's 
friends to know of her whereabouts, her 
close confinemout in a lonely houso in a 
wild region, the death and mysterious 
burial of her child, her own death in a 
London lodging, her emaciated and dirty 
condition, the attempt together body un- 
der ground without attracting attention, 
are all events in a drama, dark, tragical, 
and disgusting to a Ohristian community, 
and disgraceful to tho civilization of tho 
country in which the domestic transac- 
tion has taken place. The aooitsed parties 
have been found gnilty of wilful murder 
by the coroner's jury.

The history of 
the many venturea made and forlunoa lost 
on specimen assays remains unwiittoc; 
and yet the experience so dearly bought 
fails to teach tho almost utter fallibility 
of such imperfect tests aud tho Hoqueut 
cause of bo many failures. Obviously the 
reasons are: first, from the interested mo- 
tives of prospectors or owners of miuos 
iu selectinq tho best Kpoeimons; and, 
second, tho uupardouablo culpability on 
one side and tho rcfr^ishinK gullibility on 
the other iu represoutiug uud accepting a 
piece of quartz as the specimen of iin en- 
tire lode. It would bo a question easily 
demonstrated by way of illustration to 
place twenty pieces of silver with ono of 
gold and have an assay made of tho gold- 
en i.e., selected one. Yet such is goner- 
ally tho result where the richness of a 
mine is ropieseutcd by tc-^ts obtained from 
pocket specimens. A working tost will 
better show tho intrinsic valuo of a lodo 
if tho quartz is taken from tho face— from 
the upper or hanging wall to the lower 
casing— which should be done under the 
Immediate supervision of those interest- 
ed in purchasing or working the mine. 
Tho selection should not bo loft to tlio 
manipulations of those interested iu the 
disposal of intercats. The ton or tons of 
ore thus extracted Bbouldba crushed and, 
under tbo name ciireful supervision, 
sampled. Frum the samples at least throe 
assays should be made by three different 
nssuyers. Those ideas and suggestions 
are not claimed as original suggestions; 
but aro derived from a fund of dearly- 
bought exoerience. The quartz is in tho 
mountains', in tho gulches aud ravines of 
Cariboo. Tlio indications are iofullible 
and tho prospecting already done proves 
eonolusively that quartz miniug will 
be the great staple iudust^y of British 
Oolumbia, _

Under the agreement between the two 
Governments tho Commissionora thom- 
Belves, and uot the Government, decide in 
what places they shall work, and it has 
long been known that they were about to 
go to Kamloops as a convenient centre of 
work during tho remainder of tlie year. 
At Metchosin, wo aro informed, the Com- 
missioners, finding thiit the Indians had 
a very small reserve enlaiged it by many 
hundred aores from the only land that 
was available. No land was taken from 
the Indiana by the Oommissioners. 
What the Indians of Beechy Bay wished 
iroa to possess lands held by white men 
for many years by legal title and improv- 
ed by white men's labor. Tho Slandard 
appears to bo of opinion that such de- 
mands should bo yitddoil to. A.s roganls 
tho luoloating of wliito men by Indians, 
that is a polico matter, with -vvliich nei- 
ther tho Government, nor Dr. Powoll.uor 
the CoAiuissioners have anything to do. 
The law, on beiin< applied to, \vill pro- 
tect both white men und Indians in their 
rights, without regard to tho communism 
preached by the Standard.

Ho told tbe same old 
story of his wrongs in an eloquent and 
fiery sp«ooli. Tho conclusion reached was 
that.

A Parisian Fiend. 



The trial Moyanx is tho event of Paris, 
and though thu nccused demands only to 
be guillotined, and refuses— a oireum- 
stance very rare— to reply to the Judge, 
in order to cut short bis "trial, the Judge 
buts the sterotypod (luestious to Iiim all 
the same. Perliapn the most attractive 
incident about Moyaux is that ho baflled 
the whole strength of thu police for threo 
wi eki, by simply disguising himself 
and living and moving about like tbe 
most honest citizen, writing to the jour- 
nals, &o. Ho is good looking, rather 
than hands lino, aged 80, dressed in blaok 
and fine linen. Wbeolriglit by trade, he 
became canhior in a draper's shopi»ill dis- 
missed for forging orders oc. the estab- 
lishment. His wife, resembling iu ap- 
pearance and voice the dying actrcis, 
Sarah Bernhardt, declined to aid him in 
his business, and to got rid of her, he 
signed an mithorizatiou, allowing hor to 
accompany in tho capacity of eorvaot — 
convoy, tho wiao call it — a dandy grocer 
to Ihe Centennial. Ho pleads he wished to 
befresd from a strumpet, which is but a 
specimen of the dreadful epithets ho 
hurlfed at bis wife pending the trial. He 
admitted he would not have been so angry 
against her had her paramour been su- 
perior to him iu heauty, Tliere was a 
dreadful crush to bo present at the trial. 
Ladies of excellent rank did not consider 
it beneath them to wait their turn with 
tbe throng. There are so ve^'al classes of 
women — one. that floaka 'Versailles 
when an ' TJltramontane orator speaks: 
another, when Gambetta "orates," and 
tbe best rewarded, a third, which gloats 
at a trial of a murderer, and a fourth, 
whose ambition is to sec him guillotined. 
The judge ordered the ladies to bo de- 
prived of their opera glasxes, so Moyaux 
was exempted, from the torture of being 
ogled. He murdered his only child aged 
five years, to bo f n ed from life with a 
concubine, a retired prostitute, and to 
pain his wife, whom bo oould not shoot. 
The 2nd of February he touk the child 
from its nurse; be k>-pt her in a cafe, and 
passed bis time playing biliiarda till mid- 
night, wbeo,baving played the la^t game, 
betook tbe little innocent in bis urms, 
and for two hours bo carried hi r 
in his arms, to a dry «fli in a desert 
place, and h't her full into it, a depth of a 
hundred feet A pnitrid dog on which her 
bead fell saved her from instant death. 
Sho "ciied like a bull," und her father 
sat bepideihe well, expecting "to hear no 
mcie noise." Da\ light oom7elled him 
tort-tiro. Some hou I a later a passer-by 
beard iho infant's inoiuis. Sho was talsen 
up and livcil till next day, dtsidte frac- 
tured limbs and arms. Hu t-ought to 
kill his wife, and nearly succeeded; but 
be never made an attempt to commit 
auicido. For throe weeks, according to 
his own diary, he lived unmolested in the 
city, iiu I ro.id all tho exciiiug accounts of 
lur> Crime, writing to tho journals to cor- 
rect their recitals; he bicukfasted and 
dined wdiero ho pleased; visited tho mu- 
seums, piotiiro galiorios, and even tho 
works of theExhibilion;weut to ii thi-atro, 
and actnally. while being shaved, talked 
of the di ed to a puliuemau, his neighbor, 
undergoing the came operation. SurpriHo 
i- general that he haa escaped tbe death 
sentence.
